BOMBING OF. TOBRUK 
'VIOLENT EXPLOSIONS 


Tobruk and Benghazi were 
bombed on Sunday night by heavy 
and medium bombers of the Royal 
Air Force, says a Reuter message 
from Cairo. At Tobruk bombs 
burst among searchlight and anti- 
aircraft positions on the north and 
south shores of the harbour, causin 
violent explosions. 
installations on the south shore the 
explosions were accompanied by 
black smoke. Small fires weg also 
seen to break out north of the 
harbour. 

At Benghazi 
scored by heavy bombers on the 
outer mole, while bombs also burst 
on or near one of the converted 
wrecks used as landing stages. This 
last , attack was followed by an 
explosion and clouds of smoke. 
Light bombers of the South African 
Air Force. were also active on 
Sunday night, continuing their raids 
on Axis Janding grounds. This time 
their targets were in the Sidi 
Haneish area, where transport 
vehicles were also attacked. An 
unnamed target at Gazala was also 
bombed. oH

INFLATION BILL 
COMPROMISE FAILS 


Government, leaders yesterday re- 
jected a compromise offered by the 
“ farm bloc Senators in an attempt 
to reach agreement on farm prices in

demands of the post-war years 
might be less exacting than they 


O’Kelly. is right. We hope sin- 


meantime, pending the conclusion 
of peace in a war-ridden world, 
cit'zens of “Fire are faced with the 
certainty of another winter under 
conditions of emergency. The 
outlook is not encouraging. Aus- 
terity” has become the order of 
the day, and, while in Great 
Britain and other belligerent 
countries the people have become 
disciplined to endure hardships, 
the people of Ireland still seem to 
believe that the mere fact of 
political neutrality will save them 
from the privations that are being 
suffered by most of the other 
peoples of the world. Unfor- 
tunately, there is no basis for this 
belief. Eire is neutral; but, by 
virtue of her geographical posi- 
tion, she is dependent for most of 
her essential supplies on outside 
sources. She has some ships, 
which have eased the position con- 
siderably during recent months; 
but, when all is said and done, 
the tonnage at her disposal is 
lamentably inadequate, and the 
people must look forward to 
a winter which will put their 
powers of endurance to a 
severe test. The most serious 
problem of all is that of fuel. 
Take the case of petrol. There 
has been a substantial reduction 
in consumption during the last 
two or. three months; but there 
still is an oter-consuniption cf 
between twenty-five and thirty 
thousand gallons monthly, and 
the Government, very wisely, has 
decided that this discrepancy 
must be removed. In these 
circumstances, the existing allow- 
ances of petrol to doctors and 
veterinary surgeons are about to 
be reduced. The allowances to 
clergymen also will be brought 
under review. The fact is 
that petrol supplies are likely 
to become even scantier than 
they are at present. This 
country possésses no oil tankers, 
and, therefore, must depend for 
its supplies on the good will cf 
Great Britain and the United 
States. Nobody can do anything 
about it. Ireland's shortage of 


consequences of a war in which 
she has neither act nor part. It 
affords an interesting arid valuable 
object lesson concerning the way 
in which geography over-rides all 
other considerations in times. of 
war. 

During-the last twenty-five years 
petrol has become almost essential 
to the maintenance of what may 
be. described as the European way 
of life.. Without it all forms of 
transport, public and private, must 
suffer. The internal combustion 
engine has become part and parcel 
of our modern civilisation; and. it 
is only in times of emergency that 
the average citizen begins to realise 
to what an extent he depends on 
supplies of imported oil. Petrol, 
lewever, is only one form of fuel. 
Scarcity of this commodity affects 
directly only a small proportion 
of our people, thousands, possibly 
even millions, of whom never have 
What about 
coal? This country, in common 
with its powerful neighbours, has 
grown accustomed to almost 
inexhaustible supplies of good 
éoal at a reasonable price. Now 
our sources of supply have ceased, 
or virtually ceased, to exist. 
Fortunately, our native hydro- 
electric schemes are in a position 
to some extent to make up the 
deficiency; but there still are 
hundreds of thousands of homes 
in this island that never have 
had—and during the emergency 
are not likely to have—the benefits 


going to do during the winter 
months? In the city of Dublin alpne 
there are thousands of families 
that depend entirely on gas for 
lighting purposes. They will be 
given a ration of half a gallon of 
paraffin oil during the winter; 
but it is generally admitted that 
this quota will be woefully 
insufficient. As matters stand at 
present, gas is available for only 
one hour during the evenings. 
Candles are scarce and dear, and 
half a gallon of paraffin in the 
month hardly will suffice to keep

For the whole of 
his almost incredibly long life 
Prebendary Carlile remained a 
Church of England priest, whom 
hundreds refused to , recognise, 
while thousands were proud to 
honour him. He was a priest of 
the rarest order—a man of the 
strictett virtue, of practical 
common-sense, and of the utmost 
kindliness. His religion was not 
of the catechism kind; he worried 
very little whether a man or a boy 
came to church or not, so long as 
he turned out an honourable and 
honest worker: He paid no atten- 
tion to politics; at a time when 
British politics were devoted to the 
re-population of the home country 
he decreed that young men and 
women should seek a new life in 
Dominions which had room for 
them. Prebendary Carlile was one 
of the world’s great men. He 
cared nothing for anybody—Pope 
or premier, Cesar or king. Nothing 
much has been heard of him, but 
he will be judged by history 
as one of the great men of this 
and the last century; books will 
be written about him, as we 
believe, when all who read these 
words are dead and gone. He is 
among the men who breathed the 
breath of life into a faith which 
had little of the evidences of life 
left in it—one of those rare men 
who have shown that the Church 
of Christ is not merely a form, 
but a formula according to which 
a new, and real, world order can 
be built. Prebendary Carlile was 
a saint. At his golden wedding, 
says The Times, he was presented 
with a lamp, the gift of 23 ex- 
convicts, while at the end of his 
watch-chain he had fifty small 
souvenirs, given to him by men to 
whom he had ministered in prison 
and who had asked him to pray 
for them. Tens of thousands of 
men loved him, and he loved ‘tens 
of thousands of men. Of how 
many men of our time could so 
much be said?

William Wallace 


Although it is only a little over a 
Fentury ago that William Vincent 
Wallace was born at Waterford, not 
a great deal is known of his life, 
despite the great popularity of his 
opera, Matitana Dr. Perceval 
Graves, in a book on opera which he 
is compiling, hopes to repair this 
omission to some extent, and he will 
devote a whole chapter to Wallace. 
It is known that Wallace was 
something of a musical prodigy, and 
that he was only 15 years of age 
when appointed Director of the Phil- 
harmonic Society in Dublin. In 
later years he toured Australia, New 
Zealand, India, South America and 
the United States with great success 
both as composer and conductor, 
and in 1841 he was appointed 
Director of Music at the Italian 
Theatre in Mexico. He died at the 
Chateau of Bayen, Haute-Garonne, 
France, in 1865. 

In announcing his plans, Dr. 
Graves refers fo that shamefully 
under- rated Irish composer, Wallace, 
whose descendants I have been try- 
ing to trace, and adds that 
‘* Waterford still owes a great debt 
to this master melody-maker, for 
there is yet no statue there to do 
him honour.”’

BRONZE AGE “' FINDS *’ 


Fragments of clay moulds used for 
we eada and rapiers in the Middle 

ronze Age have been found by 
students and graduates of University 
College, Cork, in the course of 
excavations in the lands of Mr. R. 
Ryan, T. D. 

These students, under the direction 
of Professor Sean P. O Riordain, and 
assisted by a small number of work - 
men, were engaged throughout the 
summer on the Lough Gur excava- 
tions. The pieces of clay moulds 
were found under a field bank ad- 
joining a house site, where pottery, 
flint and stone objects, proved to be 
of the Early Bronze Age, were also 
unearthed. The excavation gives 
evidence of the extension of the early 
settlement to the western side of 
Knockadoon Hill, where invesiga- 
tions had not previously been carried 


out. 
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Old Fire Escapes 


It is, perhaps, to be regretted that 
Dublin has not preserved, as a 
memento of its older interesting 
times, one of the lumbersome, per- 
pendicular fire-escapes which, down 
to forty years ago, seldom failed to 
introduce, by suggestion at least, 
the element of thrill at fire-fighting 


scenes. in the city. 
It has been claimed that these 
machines, as they were technically 


called, were in point of altitudinal 
capacity peculiar to the Irish capital. 
As they had little beyond form in 
common with the modern light 
runner-escape, such as in recent 
years stood at, Pembroke road, Balls- 
bridge, the present generation may 
have no conception as to their 
towering formidability. 


The Brigade Man 
Stationed at several 


Ireland, North and South Walls, 
Thomas street, Bolton street, Kildare 
place, Manor street, Wood quay, 
Lower Kevin street, to name a few— 
they were attended at night by s 
fire brigade man, whose sentry-box 
was connected by telephone with the 
Central Station, Chatham row.
